A few day s ago Roy McDaniel, 
said to be a lumber dealer of 
Waldron and the son of E. W. 
McDaniel, well known resident 
of Orange township, received a 
four-nage

letter 
ordering him to place $5,000 at 
a certain spot on 8:30 Wednes­ 
day night. Threats, the nature 
of which officers did not reveal, 
were made if the demand was 
not carried out. 
The spot depicted wras near a 
fence post south of a small 
bridge a short distance south of 
the site of the old St. John’s 
church. The snot was near the 
tri-corner of Rush, Shelby and 
Decatur counties and a short 
distance south of the E. W. Mc­ 
Daniel home. 
Officers from the three coun­ 
ties as well as State Policeman 
Fred Jones of Shelby ville were 
notified of the demanding letter 
and the authorities gathered 
were nlaced at vantage points 
near the tri-county corner. Two 
citizens of Waldron, armed with 
shotguns, were posted behind 
some logs near the fence post.

Three hundred ninety two per­ 
sons are known to have perished 
in the earthquakes which y ester­ 
day devastated three districts of 
the Soviet Republic of Nakiche- 
van in Transcaucasia.

killed and 205 injured in the Ge- 
russy region. In the Sisiana re­ 
gion there were 192 known dead 
and 600 injured. Eighty per cent 
of the villages in the Zangezur 
district were destroy ed, and great

Tiflis and Erivan were badly 
shaken but there were no casual­ 
ties. The Qeruissain district of 
Armenia was believed to have 
suffered many casualties.

BOOKS VS. JAZZ 
Many p eop le seem to think that autos, movies 
and the radio have reduced reading to an almost 
lost art. 
But last y ear there were 200,000,000 bound 
books sold in this country , rep resenting a total 
sum of $250,000,000, or twice the total business 
done ten y ears ago. 
Which p roves that nothing has been intro­ 
duced y et that can take the p lace of that all- 
aloneness found with a good book that noth­ 
ing is quite so intimate with our intellect as the 
charm of a well comp osed story . At one large 
eastern hotel, where every comfort is sup p lied 
for guests, a comp lete libary is maintained, and 
its use has been checked with the result that it 
has been found that p ersons with time to rest 
are reading more good and useful literature than 
they were a few y ears ago. This is because 
reading is a genuine rest and a retreat from the 
moving scenes, the jazzy songs and the mad 
throngs. 


ONE BIG ASSET 
School officials who are p enurious in dealing 
with men and women engaged in the biggest 
work in this county —training the future men 
and women of the country , is bey ond under­ 
standing. 
Being miserly with school teachers or in main­ 
taining schools is the p oorest kind of business 
judgment. Shaving p ennies when the question 
of the training of school children is involved is 
not economy . 
The school boy s and girls of today are going 
to be the men and women of tomorrow — the 
farmers and the farmers’ wives, the p hy sicians 
and surgeons, the lawy ers, the shoe merchants, 
the grocers, the dry goods dealers; in fact, they 
will be the p eop le who will be in charge of all 
lines of activity when those now in the p rime of 
life have died or retired. 
It will be only two short decades hence. The 
future of those in whom resp onsibility will fall 
is being molded in the. p ublic schools. It is to 
the best interests of every one that they have the 


best chance it is p ossible for the p resent gen­ 
eration to afford them. 
They may be good citizens or they may be 
criminals who will steal into y our house in the 
night and rob y ou, and shoot y ou down if y ou 
interfere. It dep ends largely on the Rind of 
training they are receiving now. 
When the p ossibilities of the school children of 
today are considered in this light, good judg­ 
ment will dictate the greatest care in their train­ 
ing and not a p enny -wise p olicy that seeks to 
shake a few cents off of the tax es. 


MYSTERIOUS NAMES 
There seems to be something my sterious about 
a p rop er name turned into an adjective or p ar­ 
ticip le. Actually it may signify a p roduct as in­ 
nocent of bewildering comp lications as p as­ 
teurized milk or mercerized cotton, but the mere 
fact that the term has been deviously derived 
from a name originally identify ing one family 
from other families on the block makes all the 
difference in the world ap p arently . 
Considerably less dumfounding is the selection 
of a good collection of “Z s ’ and T s and X s 
and the making of an absolutely unp ronouncible 
name, bearing no relation however to man and 
his nomenclature. 
This is p erhap s a question which will never be 
answered. Why should it be my sterious to every ­ 
one that John Mercer or Louis Pasteur have 
namesake adjectives and p articip les floating 
around the world?

ju stice annou nced intention to 
appeal the d istrict co u rt’s ru ling 
to the su prem e -cou rt of the 
U nited States. 
M eantim e, 
the 
pack ers 
are 
w ond ering w hether to engage In 
the new field opened to tnein, Oi 
lim it them selv es to. m eat alone 
as req u ired u nd er original term s 
of the consent d ecree. 
No one seems to k now ex actly 
why the appeal is to be tak en. 
All effort is being m ad e to ex ­ 
ped ite the new action, bu t it is 
not ex pected to reach the cou rt 
before its October term . 
The pack ers hav e the right tc 
engage in the wholesale tra ns­ 
portation and sale of groceries 
regard less, bu t it is learned from 
sem i-official sou rces tha t they 
lik ely will not establish any im ­ 
po rtant trad e relations in gro­ 
ceries u ntil the case finally is 
settled .

Philadelphia, (A.P.)—Baseball, 
in the words of gru ff and grizzled 
Bill (Kid) Gleason, “ain’t what 
it u ster be." 
The one-time pitcher and sec­ 
ond baseman, now head coach 
for the Athletics, say s old-fash­ 
ioned baseball is gone forev er. 
“They can’t bring back the old 
k ind of game, not the way we 
fellows play ed it," he declared 
as he pu t the sq u ad throu gh its 
practice paces. 
“No, sir-ee. Know how I u sed 
to play second base? I’d let ’em 
slide onto the bag, then k ick ’em 
off and slap the ball down on 
their conk s. Yes, sir. Kick ’em 
right off the bag. T hat’s the way 
we pu t ’em ou t. 
“Tak e the pitchers. You nev er 
see a pitcher nowaday s ru nning 
in front of a man when he’s go­ 
ing to second or third, do y ou ? 
Well, we did it when I was pitch­ 
ing. Any time a man tried to 
steal I’d ru n ov er in front of 
him and slow him u p. If a pitch­ 
er did th at today folk s wou ld 
think he was crazy . 
“Another thing I u sed to do. I’d 
tell the catcher not to throw the 
ball to any body bu t men when 
a ru nner was going down. I’d 
back off the ru bber after a pitch 
and y ell for the ball. Many a 
man I tagged ou t at second when 
I was pitching. Bu t the way I 
lik ed best to pu t ’em ou t was 
after I became a second baseman 
—ju st booted ’em in the pants 
and set ’em off the base." 
Gleason recalls the season in 
the early 9 0’s when, as a pitcher 
with the Phillies, he won 36 
games. 
“A y ear or so later,” he went 
on, “they mov ed the box back 
farther from the plate and that 
pu t a lot of pitchers ou t of bu si­ 
ness.

In answer to a request made 


by William A. Wirt, Gary school 
•superintendent, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee of the 
board of education appointed to 
investigate the feasibility 
of 


eliminating the tourney, Attor- 
ney General James M. Ogden 
held the board is without juris- 
diction except in an advisory 
capacity. 


The board is likewise without 


power, Ogden held, to summon 
witnesses to testify regarding 
reports of immorality attendant 
upon the annual tourney. 


The findings of the attorney 


general were summed up as fol- 
lows: 


"I have no doubt that local 


school boards have authority to 
prevent high schools over which 
they might have jurisdiction 
from entering such contests, es- 
pecially, if in their judgment to 
do so is detrimental to the best 


schools, but 
I think any 


action by the board on the sub- 
ject would have to be consid- 
ered as advisory only. 


-I do not find statutory au- 


thority by which the state board 
may compel attendance of wit- 
nesses at a hearing as is asked 
in your second question." 


The state , board nearly 
a 


month ago adopted a resolution 
authorizing a committee to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of elim- 
inating the tourney and to de- 
termine whether^the board had 
ever taken any action in regard 
to the contest previously. 


The resolution was prompted 


by numerous complaints receiv- 
ed by board members of immor- 
ality at the tourney among the 
high school students attending 
it. 


George C. Cole, state superin- 


tendent of public instruction, 
when informed of the opinion 
tonight, said he believed the 
board could abolish the tourna- 
ment in an indirect manner. 
The board prescribes rules for 
regularly 
commissioned 
high 


schools, he said, and by its rules 
could enforce such a decree. 


"The board, 
however, will 


have to determine whatever ac- 
tion is taken," Cole said, "and 
I will abide by its decisions." 


The board will meet Friday to 


continue its study of the situa- 
tion and to receive a report on 
the investigation.

Actually it rifay "signify a' product as in- 
nocent of bewildering: complications as" pas- 
teurized milk or mercerized cotton", but the mere 
fact that the term has' been deviously derived 
from a name originally identifying one family: 
from other families on the block makes all the' 
difference in the world apparently. 


Considerably less dumfounding is the selection 


of a good collection of "Z's" and "T's" and "X's" 
and the making of an absolutely unpronouncible 
name, bearing no relation however to man and 
his nomenclature. 


This is perhaps a question which will never be

justice announced intention to 
appeal the district court's ruling 
to the supreme -court of the 
United States. 


Meantime, the packers are 


wondering whether to engage in 
the new field opened to tnein, Oi 
limit themselves to- meat alone 
as required under original terms 
of the consent decree. 


No one seems to know exactly 


why the appeal is to be taken. 


All effort is being made to ex- 


pedite the new action, but it is 
not expected to reach the court 
before its October term. 


The packers have the right to 


engage hi the wholesale trans- 
portation and sale of groceries 
regardless, but'it is learned from 
semi-official sources that they 
likely will not establish any im- 
portant trade relations hi gro- 
ceries until the case finally is 
settled. Their operations thus 
far under the modification or- 
der are said to have been lim- 
ited.

"big four" packers will open "a 
new market for "farm, produce, 
increase the competition for it, 
and result in higher; prices to 
the producer.
